from pou to continue our hope; and ſundzte times ſolicited by 
pour earneſt requeſts, and perſwaſions, to entourage our par⸗ 
tie at home not to wauer, as many were diſpoſed, by ſight of 
continuall delaies, but to be ready ts toyne with the outward 
fozces that ſhould come foz this Inuaſion. eue rtheleſſe the 
delapes and pꝛolongations of times appointed foz the com- 
ming of the Kings fo2ces, ſpecially by Sea, haue bene ſo ma⸗ 
nie, as vntill this laſt ping, we were in deſpaire: at what 
The 592nih time vou aduertiſed vs with great afſurante that al the kings 
preparation pꝛeparations, which had bene in making readie theſe ther 
dlz. Oz foure yeares together, were now in full perfection , and 
without faile would this Sommer come into our Seas with 
ſuchmightie ſtrength, as no Nante of England, oz of Chzt- 
ſcendome, could refit 02 abide their ſoꝛce: and foz moze ſure⸗ 
tie,andfo2 auoiding of all doubts, to make the intended con⸗ 
queſt ſure, the fame ſhould alſo haue iopned to it, the mightie 
Deen a Army Which the Duke ol Parma had made readie, and kept in 
in Flaunders. łeũdineſſe in the low countries all this peare paſt, wherewith 
he ſhould land, and ſo both by Sea and land, this Realme 
ſhould be inuaded, anda ſptedie conqueſt made thereof, to the 
which were alwaies added ſundꝛy reaſons : whereupon was 
No — gathered, chat neither by ſea, noꝛ by land, there would be any 
nude Eng- great refiltance found here, but a ſtrong party in this Nealme 
land, without to iopne with the foꝛreine foꝛce. oꝛ otherwiſe then with ſuch 
au kogfknd. helps, to be alſuredly had from hence, J know,it was alwaies 
Hope of vito- doubted that no foꝛreine fozce could pꝛeuaile againſt this 
rie byche 595.

There was alfo fo adde the moze credife fo theſe terrible rue mutricude 
pꝛognoſtications, ſuch kind of other bokes painted in Spaine g/poo%creub 
and tramflatedinto French, (as it is ſaid-by yourLozſhip) we greacoes of 
containing particular long deſcriptions, and catalogues of d. 55-7 * 
Amadas of Caſtile,of Andaluzia, of Biſcaye, of Gwipuſque,of tur. 
Portingall,of Naples,of Sicil, of Raguſa, and other Countries 
of the Leuant, with a maſſe of all kinde of pꝛouiſions, beyond 
meaſure,foz the ſaid Armadas, ſufficient in eſtimation, to be 
able to make conqueſt of many kingdomes oz countries, And 
one great Argument is publiſhed by the Aduerſaries to irrs 
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bp the mindes of the Nobilitieof England againſt the @pani- 
ards, which is very maliciouſly inuented, to hew the intenti- 
on of the conqueſt, not only of England, but of the whole Ille 
of Bꝛitaine:mouing all men ſpecially to marke by the deſcrip- 
tis ofthe Armada, that there are ſpecially named ſuch a num⸗ 
ber of Noblemen , as Princes, Marquiſes, Condes and Dons, 
that are called Aduenturers, without au office oz pay, # ſuch 
another number alſo of men with great titles of honour, and 
many ofthem named Captaines and Alferez , without office, 
but pet in ſold , and therefoze called Entertenidos, as all thoſe 
being foz no ſeruice in the Armada maybe wel pzeſunned(ſay 
they) to haue come to haue poſſeſſed the romes or all the No- 
blemen in England, and Scotland:and this fictian hath taken 
moꝛt plate then it is woꝛth. And though theſe armies were in 
dude excteding great and mightie, vet they were ſo amplified 
beyond all meaſure in theſe bokes, as in no pꝛeparation of 
Chaiſtendome in fozmer times againſt the Sarracins oz Turks 


T#efxcwsr. Conld be greater. By this meanes this Nuenearidher reatme, 


thus fozewarned and terrified , twke occaſion with the 
dhe aide of her people, being not onely firmely (as ſhe was per- 
put I waded) denoted to her, but thzonghly irritated, to ſtirre vp 
their whole fozces foz their defence , againſt ſuch pꝛognoſtica⸗ 
ted conqueſts, as ina very ſhoꝛt time all her whole Realme 
and every coʒner were ſpeedily furniſhed with armed people 
on hozſebacke,and on fote, and thoſe continually trained, ex- 
ertiſed, and pat into Bands, in warltkenaner, as in no age 
ener was befoze in this Realme, Here was no ſparing of mo- 
ney to pꝛouide, hozſe, armour, weapon, powder, and all ne- 
ceſſaries,no not want of pꝛouiſton of Pioners, carriages, and 
vicuals in enery Countie of the realme, without exteption, to 
attend vpon the Armies. And to this generallfurnttare euery 
man voluntarily offered, very many their ſeruice perſonally 
without wages, others money fo2 armdur and weapons, and 
to wage ſouldiers, amatferſfrange and neuer the like heard 
of in this realme oꝛ elſewhere: And this general reaſon moued 
all men to large contributions, that to withckand a Conqueſt 
where all ſhould be loſt, there was no time to tpare a 1 — 
c 
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The numbers made ready in the Realme J cannot affirme 
ok mine owne knowledge, but J haue heard it repozted, when 
J was greeued fo thinke the ſame to be ſo true, that there was 
thꝛough England no quarter Eaſt, Weſt, North and South, but The Amvies 
all concurred in one minde to be in readines to ſerue foꝛ the 1 
Realme: and that ſome one countrie was able to make a ſuf- in cvery quar- 
ficient Armie of twentie thoaſandmen fit to fight , and fifteene d 
thouſand of them well armed # weaponed: and in ſomeccun- 
tries the number of foztie thouſand able men. 

The maritime Countries from Corncwall, all along the The Maritime 
Southſiveof England, to Kent: and from Kent Caſtward, by Cagi he 
Eſſex, Suffolk, and Norfolk to Lincolnſhire (which Countries places with K 
with their Yanens were well deſcribed vnto you in perfect genes 
Plots, when Frances Throgmorton , firſt did treat with your 
Lo2dſhip about the ſame) were ſo furniſhed of men of warre, 
both of themſclues,+ with reſoꝛt of aide from their next ſhires, 
as there was no place to be doubted foꝛ landing ot any ſoꝛrein 
foꝛces, but there were within eight and foztie houres to come 
to the place aboue twentie thouſand fighting mẽ on hoꝛſebacke 
and on fete, with field oꝛdinance, victuals, pioners and cartas 
ges, and all thoſe gouerned by the pꝛincipall Noble men of the 
Countries and reduced vnder Captaines of knowledge. 

And one thing J heard of, that was very politikely oꝛdered 
and executed at this time, as of many late peares was not v⸗ 
ſed:that as the Leaders 4 officers of the particular Bads were 
men of experience in the warres:ſo to make the Bands ſtrong be bana 
and conſtant, choiſe was made ofthe pꝛincipall Knights of all e principal 
Countries to bꝛing their tenantes to the field, being men of abe cube 
ſtrength, e landed, g of wealth: whereby all the foꝛces ſo com- pounded of 
pounded were of a reſolute diſpoſition to ſticke to their Lozds rr 4 
and Chieffaines , + the Chieftaines to truſt fo their owne te⸗ chcirtenanes 
nants. And to remember one ſtrãge ſpech that J heard ſpoken << 
may be marueiled at, but it was auowed to me foz a truth, 
that one Gentlemain Kent had a Band of one hundꝛed x fiftie A fange re- 
fotmen, which were woꝛth in gods aboueonehundzed x fiftie aud .2* 
thouſand pounds ſterling, beſides their lands:ſuchmen would — of ſoul- 
fight ſtoutely befoze they would haue lot their gods, andby**** 
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likelthw at this time, many other Bands were made of ſuch 
pꝛintipalł met, doch or wealth and ſerength. Ok thele thinges

imagining that whẽldener any fozreine power ſhould be ſcene 
ready ko land in anp part of this Realme , there would haue 
bene found but a ſmall number reſointe to withſtãd the ſame, 
oꝛ to defend ie Nuwne but that the ſame would haue bene 
very vinablefoz the warres, vntrained, raw, and ignozant in 
all warlike actions, without ſufficient armour and weapons 
and that alſo the Noble men and Gentlemẽ that were in this 
Realme of our Religion, whereof, you know, we made accopt 
when yon were here in England ol very manp, although ma⸗ 
ny of thẽ be dead ſince that time, dut at this time there are not 
ſo many tens, as we accompted hundzeds, whom we thought

common taufe, and would haue ſovenly ſyrpziſed the houſes, 
families, and ſtrengih ol the heretiques and Aduerſaries. 

But now, ſuch is our talamitie, that it hath pieaſed God, as 
Athinke fo; our ſmnes, oꝛ eis fo; tonſounding of our bold opi⸗ 
mions, and pꝛeſumptions of dur owneffrength;'to put in the 


hearts of alt perſons here, one like mynde, t courage to with- 


and the intended Inuaon as well in ſuch as we accompted 
Catholiques, as alſo in the Heretiques: ſo as it hath appea⸗ 
red manifeſt{y that fo all earneſt pꝛocæding foꝛ arming, and 
fo2 contributions of monep, and fo2 all other warlike actions, 
there was no differente to be ſeene betwirt the Catholique, 4 
the heretique. But in this caſe to withſtand the thꝛeatned con⸗ 
queſt, yea to defend the perſon of the Qutene, there appeared 
ſuch a ſympathie , concourſe, and conſent of all ſoztes of per⸗ 
ſons, without reſpec of Religion, as they all appeared to be 
ready to fight againſt all ſtrangers, as it were with one heart 
and one body , And though ſome few pꝛincipall Gentlemen, 
of whom heretofoze pou haue had the names in ſuch Catalo⸗ 
gues of Catholiques as you haue bene acquainted m_ 
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wete lati lx vpon the repoꝛt of the comming out ot the Army 
to the leas, ſent to the Ide of. Ely there to remaine reſtrained 
of their fozmer libertie during the expectation of this intended 
Jnuaſion: pet it hath appeared, that they were not ſo reſtrai⸗ 
ned foz any doubt that they would with their powers haue 
aſſiſtedour Army,butonely thereby to make it knowen to all 
our friends and countrie men in Spaine, and Flaunders, yea 
euen to pour ſelfe(foz ſo A heard it ſpoken, as accompting pou 
to haue bene the moſt pꝛintipall Authoz andperſwader of this 
action) that thers ſhould be no hope to haue any of them, oꝛ of 
their friends, to aſſiſt theſe great Armies. And in very truth, 
A ſe now whoſocuer of our friends in Spaine, oz in Flaun- 
ders, oꝛ elſewhere,made any ſuch accompt of any aide againſt 
the Nucene, oz againſt her partie here, they ſhould haue bene 
deteaued if the Armie had offered to haue landed. Foz Imp rhe gentlemen 
ſelfe haue heard that the beſt of thoſe that were ſent to Elie did ze . 
make offers, VeA by their letters to the Counſell here, ſigned venture their- 
with their hands, that they would aduenture their liues in de- auge a 
fence of the Nacene,whom they named their vndoubted Souc- ſoeucr, withour 
raigute Lady and Queene, againſt all fozrein fozces,though the [592 0! "ore 
ſame wert ſent from the Pape, oꝛ by his conunandement:Yeg cacc. 
diuers ot them did offer that in this quarell of inuading of the 
Realme with ſtrangers, they would pꝛeſent their own bodies 
in the lozmoſt ranckes with their Countrimen againft all 
frangers. Whereupon J heard alſo by a ſecrete friendeof 
mine in the Court, that it was once in ſome towardnes of re- 
ſolution amongſt the Counſellers, that they ſhould haue bene 
returned and put to their ſoꝛmer libertie. But the heate of the 
warre being kindled with the knowledge of the Kings Ar- 
mada,being at that timecome to the Groigne, and the Duke 
of Parmas readines with ſo great an Armie and ſhipping in 
Flaunders , daily loked foz to land in England, yeatocome 
to London, and a generall murmur of the people againſt all 
fuch Recuſants of reputation, was the cauſe of the ſtaying of 
theſe Gentlemen at Elie notwithſtanding their offers of their 
feruice to the Quene : and ſo they do rematnein the Biſhops 
pallace there, with fruition of large walkes about the ſame, 

Dy 
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altogether without any impꝛiſonment, other then that they 
are not ſuffered to depart into the towne,oz countrey: and yet 
The Keculunts Log their religion, A thinke (arely they doe, and will,remaine 
danger of their coniſtant to the obedience of the Church of Rome:foz the which 
er cocr  neuertheleſſe they are not impeached toany danger of their 
fined ar ſummes liues, but only charged with a penaltie of money,becauſe they 
ofmoncy. will not come to the Churches: whereby,by the law a poztion 
of their Reuenne is alotted to the Qutene, and the reit left to 
the maintenance of them, their wiues, and childꝛen. 

By which kind of pꝛoceedings our Aduerſaries here do pꝛe⸗ 
tend, that both theſe Gentlemen, and all other of their — 
ties are fatourably vſed, that thep are not purſued to death fo; 
their religion, as they ſay it was vſed in Nucene Maries time, 
and as it is daily vſed as they ſay) moſt rigoꝛouſly and barba 
roufly in paine againſt the Engliſhmen that come thither, 
only in trade of marchandiſe.And pet J and others ſometunes 
pꝛiuately ſpeaking with ſuch our Aduerſaries, as we thinke 
are not maliciouſly bent to haue men poſecuted to death only 
fo2 their religion (foz to ſay the truth, and as the Pꝛouerbe is, 

ndt to belie the Diuell, very many of our Contraries are in 
that point not vncharitable) we do obiect to them the erecuti- 
ons by cruel tozments and deathes of very many,both here as 
bout London, and other parts of the Realme, whom we ac- 
compt as Partirs, in that they doe witnes by thetr death their 

obedience to the Pope,and the Catholique Church of Rome, 
Ts — * To which, thele our aduerſaries pꝛetending ſome ſmal dꝛops 
for religion but Of charity do anſwere vs:that no execution hath bene of any, to 
lor treaſons. their knowledge, foꝛ their religion, oꝛ fo2 pꝛofeſſion therot᷑:but 
foꝛ that they which haue bene executed, haue bene found to 
haue wandꝛed in the Realme ſecretly, ein a diſguiſed maner, 
The Semina- „a which the Aduerſaries ſco2nfully terme as Ruffians, with fe⸗ 
fea, thers and all oznaments of light coloured apparell , liketothe 
guiſed like faſhion of Courtiers, and doe vſe many meanes to entice all 
Futhans, people, with whom they dare aduenture to ſpeake,not onely 
to be reconciled tothe Pope, and Church of Rome, but to in⸗ 
duce them by vowes and othes to renounce their obedience to 


the QAutene: to deny her to be their ſoueraigne: x —— 
0 
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fo be diſcharged of their Alleageance: and to repute all Bagi- 
ſtrates vnder her to be vnlawfull, and in conſcience not to be 
obeied : with many moe ſuch matters which J neuertheleſſe, 
count to be verie vaine calumntations ) tending to make tho 
facts of all ſuch holy Pꝛieſts as are ſent with Commiſſion to 
winne mens ſoules to be direct treaſons againſt the Quene, 
and the ſtate of the Realme, 

Theſe Defenders of theſe iudgements and erecutions,con- 
tend, and do moſt earneſtly maintaine, that all ſuch Pꝛieſtes, 
Jeſuites, Seminaries and others, ſo perſwading the people a⸗ 
gainſt the Queene, the Lawes, the Gouernment, and ſkate of 
the Realme, and all others that are ſo perſwaded by them, are 
manifeſt traito2s: and ſo they ſay that their enditements, and 
all pꝛoces of law extended and purſued againſt them, doe mas 
nifeſtly declare the ſame, Mherein, theſe our Aduerſaries doe 
ſometimes foz maintenance of their arguments, ſhew the ve⸗ 
ry copies ot their enditements and iudgements, wherein there 
is no mention made of charging them with their religion. but 
that they haue attempted to perſwade the Qutenes ſubiccs to 
foꝛſake their Allegeance, and conſequently to be Rebels to 
their Queene and Soueratane. 

In this ſoꝛt theſe men fo2- their aduantage,voe at all times, 
with theſe and many like earneſt arguments maintaine their 
p2oceedings againſt the holy Pꝛieſts Jeſuites, that haue ſuf- 
fred death foz their conſciente, as iuſt x neteſſary. And though, 
where J and others may reply without perill to our ſelues (as 
ſurely in ſome ſmal companies we may vſing modeſt woꝛds) 
we obiet the confeſſion of the Catholique faith by the parties 
at their death, and that with great conſtancie, which our Ad- 
uerſariescannot deny, ſo as it may ſ&me they die fo2 their re⸗ 
ligion: pet is it on the other part againſt vs alleaged + main⸗ 


tained, that they are neither indited, condemned,noz executed TL ſuf- 
r cred tor his 


fo2 their religion, oꝛ fo2 offering of themſelues to die foz their '*ie- *

Aduerſaries) it onght not to be affirmed, that Babington and 
bis —— were put to death foz religion, but toz their

And fo2 further maintenance of the coloured arguments, 
wherewith J, and others my god, faithfull, andCatholique 
b:ethzen are often troubled how to anſwere them, it is allea⸗ 
ged that the great number of Gentlemen, and Gentlewomen, 
yea ſome af honourable calling, and of other meaner degrees, 
are knowne-manifeſtly to be of a contrary religion to the 
lawes of theRealme, both niere the Court and farre of, and 
vet they are neuer purſued by any fourmeof law to put their 
lines in danger, oꝛ queſtioned,oz impꝛiſoned, foz their opini⸗ 
ons in religion, whereby to bing them in any danger. Dnely 
ſuch as are pzeſented oz complained of by the pariſhioners 
where they dwell,foz neuer comming to any Church by the 
ſpace of certaine moneths in a wholeyeare,are therof indited, 
and afterward being called to anſwere thereto, if they can 
ſhew no ſuch lawfull excuſe as the law hathpꝛouided they are 
then condemned to pay a penaltie out ot their gods and lands, 
if they haue any and not otherwiſe puniſhed, noꝛ yet by inqui- 
ſition any of them examined of their faith. But yet ſay theſe 
Defenders, if they ſhew themſelues by their open derdes and 
facts tobe reconciledfrom their Alleageance andobedience to 
the Queene, and that they will therein perſiſt, then they are 
therewith charged and puniſhed accozding to the lawes ther- 
foze pꝛouided.

In this Sommer paſt there was Pꝛinted in Paris, by pour 
direction(as if was repozted ) a nofable vntruth , which J did 
ſee, reade: that the King of Scots had beſteged Barwicke, and 
had won it by aſlault, and poſſeſſed it quietly:whereof no part 
was true, noꝛ any cauſe to imagine the ſame, though J with it 
had ſo bene:but not foꝛ any god will that J now beare to that 
Bing, but foꝛ the trouble to this Qutene. Foz in truth there is 
no god fo2 vs to be hoped foz from the Bing of Scots, howſoc- 
uer the Scottiſh Biſhops in France haue ſought to make you 
bcleene otherwiſe, who is ſo roted in the Caluiniftes Religion, 
as there is neuer hope that he can be recouered to the Church 
of Rome: ſo J thinke you are of late duely enfoꝛmed, and by 
his violent adions againſt diuers Catholiques, & againſt all 
that fauour the Spaniards, map certainly appeare. 

And likewiſe another great vntruth was lately Pꝛinted

Upon theſe two 
ſo notable vntruthes, which the Aduerſaries ſpitefully called 
Don Bernardin Mend ozas mendacia, many who honour ror, 
were right ſoꝛp, that you ſhould gine ſo haſtie credite, to pub⸗ 
liſh the ſame (as your enemies ſay) you did: though J haue to 
my power foꝛ clearing of pour honour giuen it out, that theſe 
and ſuch like haue p2oceded of the lightnes of the French, who 
comonly P2intmoze lies then truths, in ſuch doubtfull times, 
and not of you, whoſe honour and wiſedome J thought would

An other company were appointed to remaine with the L. 3 
Henry Seymour ſecond ſon to the Duke of Somerſet that was 5 
Pꝛotectoꝛ in King Edwardes time, +bzother to the now Earle 
of Hartford: and theſe companies fo; a time continued in the 
Narrow Seas betwirt England and Flaunders, vnder the 
charge of the ſaid high Admirall, fo attend on the Duke of Par- 
mas Actions, 

A third company were armed in the Meſt part of England 
towardes paine, vnder the conduct of Sir Francis Drake: a Fane 
man by name and fame knowne to fo wel to all Spaine,and 
to the Kings Indias and ofgreat reputation in England:and 
this was compounded, partly of ſome of the Mueenes owne 
thips,and partly of the ſhips of the Weſt partes. 

But after that it was tertainely vnverſtod , that the great 
Nauie of Spaine was ready to come 3 trom Lisbone, and 
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that the fame thereof was blowne abzoad in Chziſtendome fo 
be innincible;and{@ publiſhed bybokes in Pꝛint, the Quene 
and all her Counteli à am ſure(whatſoener god countenance 
they made) were not a Httle perpleted, as loking certaine- 
ly fo2 a daungerous fight vpon the Seas, and after that foꝛ a 
landing and Inuaſton. Wherenpon the Lozd Admirall was 
tommaunded to ſaile with the greateſt ſhips, to the Weſt of 
England towardes Spaine to ioyne with Drake, whom he 
made Uiceadmirall, e to continge in the ſeas betwixt France 
and England toftop the landing of the aux of Spaine. And 
with the Loꝛd Admirall went in certaine ofthe Queens hips, 


L.Tho-Haward the Load Thomas Haward ſecond ſonne to the laſt Duke of 
L.Sheffcld. Norfolke,and the Lozd Sheffeld, fonneto the Admirals ſiſter, 


who is wife to the Nneenes Ambaſſadour in France, with a 
great number of nights o great liuelode: And at that time 
the Lozd Henry Seymour was left with a god number of 
ſhips in the narrow eas, vpon the coaſt of Flaunders fo at- 
tend on the Duke of Parma. | 
Mhileſt theſe two Nantes were thus deuided, J confeſſe fo 
you that J and others ot aur part, ſecretelymade full accompt 
that none of all theſe Engliſh ſhips durſt abide the ſight of the 
Armada of Spaine : 02 if they would abide any fight , yet they 
ſhould all be ſonke at the firſtencounter . Fo2 ſuch conſtant o-

3 feſe they haue olten heard in Spaine;how the King was once 
leres abuſing notablꝝ dereiued, whenone Thomas Stukeley a pꝛiuat Eng- 
gebe king ot lich man, who fled ont of Freland ton debt x other lewd Actions 
ee, -»lyre- into Spaine, not being wozth one penp, his debts being paied, 
by che g hut the ſecond ſonne of a meane Gentleman, pꝛetended, and 

was belceued in Spaine (by ſo intitling of him ſelfe) to be a 
Dulce, a Marquis, and an Earle of Ireland, and ſo was a long 
time enterteined, as a man that could do great ſeruite againſt 
the Qucene of England: vntill at length the King vnderſtod 
his falſhwd , and baniſhed him out of Spaine , And alter re⸗ 
pairing to Rome, was by the Pope alſo mainteined foꝛ a 
time, vntill he was diſcouered euen by ſome god Catholiques, 
that could not eadure the Popes holines to be ſo grofſely moc⸗ 
ked: of whom ſome of the pꝛiſoners vſing mery ſpeeches , how 
both the Emperour Charles and afterward this king, and the 
Pope, were ſo notably detceiued by this Stukelcy, do conclude 
merelp, that they thinke ſome of theſe Cngliſh that haue thus 
abuſed the Ring, haue followed Stulceleys ſteppes.

ly dealt withall, with mine owne conceit alla which J doe not her card no; 
vainely imagine, your Loꝛdſhip may ſe in the firſt part, our b wolence. 
pꝛeſent calamitie, and miſerable effate: in the ſecondpart,the 
ſtate of this Qutene, ber Realme, her people, their mindes, 
their ſtrength,fo far contrary to the expectation of the Popes 
holines,the king Catholique,and ſpecially of you ( my Lozd) 
and all others that haue bene in hand theſe many yeares with 
this Actio,as J know not what courſe ſhal, oz may be thought 
meete to take, ſceing it is ſcene by experience, that by fozce,onr 
cauſe cannot be relteued. Neither will any change amend the 
matter, when this Queene ſhall end her dates, as all Pzinces 
are moꝛtall. Foz both the vniuerſalitie of the people thzough 
the Realme, are ſo firmely and deſperately bent againſt our 
religion, as nothing tan pꝛeuaile againſt their vnited foꝛces: 
and whoſoeuer ſhall by right ſuccerde to this Crowne after 
the Querne ( who is likely to liue as long as any Ring in Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtendome if the Crownsſhould come to the King of Scots, oz eee, 
to any other of the blood Koyall, as there arc very many che Popes au- 
within this Nealme deſcended bothof the Royall houſes of vn hege 
Pozk,and Lancaſter, there is no accompt to be made but eues may weeeede 
ry one of them, that now line at this dap, are knowen to be as dhe Ne Real 
vehemently diſpoſed to withſtand the anthozttie of the Pope, 
as any of the molt earneſt Pꝛoteſtant oꝛ Veretique in the 
world. So as to conclade, after all circumitances well conſi- 
dered, fo2 the pꝛelent J know no other way, but to commit * GoncluGon 
the cauſe to Almightie God, and to all the Saints in heauen, „ase ge 
with our continuall pzayers: and in earth to the holy Conns Catholike He 
fels of the Pope, and his Cardinals, with our ſupplications to dd 
relene the afflicted number ol our exiled b:ethzen,and toſend 
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into the Realme diſcrete, holy, and learned men, that may on, 
lyin ſecrete maner, without intermedling in matters of e⸗ 
ſtate, by teaching vs,conftrme vs in our faith, and gaine with 
charitable inſtruction others that are not rated in berefte. 

And foz reliefe of ſuch as are foꝛced to pay pearelp great 
ſommes of money ont of their reuenue, becauſe they foꝛbeare 
fo come to the Church it were to be charitably conſidered, whe- 
ther there might not be ſome diſpenſation from the Popes ho- 
lines fo2 ſome fewe peares, fo tollerate their comming to the 
Church, without changing of their faith: conſidering a great 
number do ſtand therein, not fo2 any thing (as they ſay) vſed 
in this Church, that is directly contrary to Gods law, but foz 
that the Rifes and pꝛaiers (though they are collected out of the 
body of the Scripture ) are not allowed by the Catholique 
Church, and the head thereof, which is the Popes holines : and 
fo2 that cauſe iuſtlp.al true Catholiques,accompt this Church 
to be ſchiſmaticall, By which remedie of tolleration, a great 
number of ſuch as will be perpetually Catholiques, might ens 
toy their linings and libertie: and in pꝛoces of time, the Ca⸗ 
tholique religion (by Gods godneſſe)might with moze ſure- 
fie be tncreaſed, to the honour of God, then ener it can be by 
any foꝛce whatſoener. Fo2 ſo did all Chꝛiſtian religion at the 
firſt begin, and ſpꝛead it ſelfe quer the woꝛld: not by foꝛte, but 
only by teaching, and example of holines in the teachers, a⸗ 
gainſt all humane fozces. And ſo J will end my long Letters, 
with the ſentence which King Dauid vſed foure times in one 
of his Pſalmes. Et clamarerunt ad Dominum in tribulatione eo- 
rum & de anguſtia eorum liberauit eos : And ſo muſt we make 
that foʒ our foundation to lay our hope vpon, foz all other 
hopes are vaine and falſe,

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Fter that J had made an end of this my letter, which J 

found by peruſall thereof fo hane bene at moze length, 
then J loked ſoꝛ, although the matters therein conteined did 
d:aw me therto, and that J had made choice of afriendofmine 
who had moze knowledge in the French tong, then J, to turne 
the ſame into French:my miſhap was, that when he had done 
ſome part thereof,be fell ſicke of a burning feuer, whereby my 
letter remained with him vpon hope of reconery fo2 tenne o2 
twelue daies : and ſeeing no hope thereof, A entreated another 
very truſtte 4 a ſound Catholique hauing perfect knowledge 
in the French tong, who toke vpon him to put it into French, 
wherein was alſo longer time ſpent : ſoas my letter being 
waitten in the midit of Auguſt, J am fo2ced to end it in Sep⸗ 
tember. And thereupon J thought god, whiles my fozmer let- 
ter was in tranſlating, to adde ſome things happened in the 
meane tim? meet foz pour knowledge. 

About the ſeuenth of Auguſt, the Lord Admiral! returned 
with the Nante,hauing followed the Spaniſh Nauie(as they 
repozted)as farre asthe 55, degree No2zthwards : the Spa» 
niſh Name taking a conrſe' either to the furtheſt partes of 
Norwey,o2 to the Orcades beyond Scotland: which if they did, 
then it was here iudged that they would goe about Scotland 
and Ireland: but if they ſhould gs to Norwey, then it might 
be, that if they could rec uer pꝛouiſtons of maſtes, whereof 
the Engliſh Nany had made great ſpoile, they might returne. 
But J foꝛ my part wiſhed them a pꝛoſperous winde to palle 
home about Ireland, conſidering J deſpaired of their returne

Haward, the Lord Henry Seymour, Lord Shcffeld , Sir 
Francis Drake, with all the Captaines to the Court, ſauing 
ſuch as had charge ofthe Flecte,that was vnder the Lord Hcn- 
ry.And vpon the returne of theſe ſea men to the Citie, there 
are ſpꝛead ſuch repoꝛts, to moue the Noble men, Gentlemen, 
Ste murwurs Ladies, Gentlewomen, 4 all other vulgar people of all ſozts, 
o: all ge dd into a moztall hatred of the Spaniards, as the pe paniſh 
5  Piſcncrs were greatly afraid to haue bene allmaCacred : fo2 
that it was publiſhed, and of many bel&ucy, that the Lo2ds of 
Spaine that were in the Nauie, had made a ſpeciall diuiſton

ted foz the marking of all chilvzen inthetr faces, being vnder 
ſeuen peares of age:that they might beknowen hereafter , to 
haue bene the childꝛen ofthe conquered Nation. Theſe were 
commonly repoꝛted by thoſe that came from the Engliſh Na⸗ 
uie, as hauing heard the Spaniards confeſſe the ſame:ſo as fo 
à time there was a generall murmure, that theſe Spaniſh pꝛi⸗ 
ſoners dust not to be ſuffered to line, as they did, but to be 
killed as they had purpoſed to haue done the Engliſh. But the 
wiſer ſoꝛt of mien, and ſuch aͤs had the charge of the pꝛiſoners,

God who had heard the feruent pzayers of the people, 4 was 
pleaſed with their fozmer p2ayers and faſtings: to haue ſuch 
Banners,x Streamers, which the Spaniardes meant to haue 
bꝛought 4nd ſet vp in all places of the Citie, as monuments cf 
their Triumphes , by his god pꝛouidence in puniſhing the 
pꝛide of the Spaniardes, now to be erected by the Englilh , as 
monuments of their victozies,and of perpetuall ſhame to the 
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Spantardes . Upon theſe ſhewes great reiopcing followed: 
And as in Jans.and July paſt, all Churches were filled daily 
with people exerciſed withpꝛaiers, and ſhewes of repentance, 
and petitions to God foz defence againſt their enemies:andin 
many Churches continually thzice in the werke exerciſes of 
papers, Sermons , ę faſtings all the day long frommozning 
to evening , with great admiration to ſee ſuch generall deuo⸗ 
tion ( which J and others did indge to pzoceebe moze of feare 
then of deuotion ſo now ſince the Engliſh Nauy is returned, 
andthe Spaniſh Hauie defeated, and intelligence bought of 
the diſoꝛders in Flaunders : of the diſcentions betwirt the 
Spaniards, and the other fouldiers : of the contempt of the 
Dukeof Parmaby the Spaniards, being thereto maintained 
by a Duke called the Duke of Paſtraw , the King Catho- 
liques baſtard:andof the departure and running away of the 
Dukes Mariners, here is a like tõtourſe of the people to Ser- 
mons in all Churches: wherein is remembꝛed the great gad- 
nes of God towards England, by the deliuery therof from the 
thꝛeatned Conqueſt”, pꝛaiers alſopublikely to giue thankes 
to God foz the ſame.

2 Red, had any deſire to heart of any good ſucceſſe to 


the ſtate of England: as may appeare in the writer, by ſhew- 


ing himſelfe grieued, to make any good report of England, o- 
ther then of meere neceſſitie he was vrged: and in Don Bernar- 
din, who was ſoimpudent;, or at the leaſt, fo blindly raſh, as to 
diſperſe in print, both French, Italian, and Spaniſh, moſt falſe 
reports of a victorie had by the Spaniards, euen when the victo- 
rie wasnotableonthe part of England,and the Spaniſh vanqui- 
ſhed : yet whileſt I was occupied in the printing hereof, a good 


time after the letters were ſent into Fraunce, there came to this 


Citie certaine knowledge,toall our great comfort, of ſundrie 
ie Accidents ,tothe diminution of our mortall enemies in 

their famous Flecte , that was driuen out of our ſeas about the 

laſt of Iuly, towards the farthermoſt North partes of Scotland. 

Wherfore I haue thought it not amiſſe to ioine the ſame to this

The particularities wherofare theſe. I he Fleete was by tem- 
peſt driuen beyondthe Iſles of Orknay, about the firſt of Au- 
guſt, which is now more then ſixe weekes paſt, theplace being 


aboue three ſcore degrees from the North Pole: an vnaccuſto- 


med place for the yong Gallants of Spaine, that neuer had felt 
ſtormes on the ſea, or cold weather in Auguſt. And about thoſe 
North Iſlands, their marimers and ſouldiers died daily by multi- 
tudes : as by their bodies caſt on land, did appeare.

7 Fremoſa mariner examined the ſame dap, ſaith

fine dapes, befoze the ſaid great tempeſt, and from that time 
vntill the ſame tempeſt , they had the winde moſt Weſt, and 
Welt Southweft, and ſometimes Weſt Roꝛthweſt but that 
not very long he ſaith that it was knowne to very few of the 
Naay that the P2ince the Bings baſe ſonne was in this Na- 
ute vntill they came to Callice , where this Pꝛince about the 
time of the fight, was ſaid to take him ſelle into a little boate 
bpon the coaſt ot Callice, but befoze that, he kept him ſeife as 
pꝛiuate in the Dukes owne ſhip as it was ſatd,and not noted 
oꝛ ſpoken of in the Nauy vntill then. But he ſaiththere was 
a great P2irce an italian, that was a chiefe man in a great 
Argoſie very wel furniſhed, who befoze their ccmming tothe 
Engliſh coaſt did very often banket the Duke and the other 
great men cf the Rauy. This Argoſie was talled the Ratte: 
he ſaith he did not perceive ik this ſhippe were in this Fate 
the day befo2c the ſaid tempeſt oꝛ not, but he ſaith this being a 
famous ſhip, it was often deman ded, if ſhe were in thcir cem⸗ 
panp, and it was anſwered that ſhe was : he ſaith the chiefeft

By other Aduerti/ements of the fourteenth of September, 

it is certified to the Loꝛd Deputie of Jreland , from the Carle 

ol Tyron being at his Caſtle of Dongannon that vponintelli- 

gente bzoughttohimof the landing of certaine Spaniards in 

the Nozth of Jreland , heſent two Engliſh Captaines with 

their bandes fowardes them, to the nomber of an hundꝛed and
